A FOREWORD 


For the guidance of the boys and girls who are about to be pro- 
moted from the Elementary Schools, and for the information of the 
parents of these pupils this outline of the work being done by the 
Academic and Technical High Schools and the High School of Com- 
merce is issued. 

The aim of the State Law under which these schools were 
established by the Board of Education was to provide means of 
Higher Education for the pupils of the Elementary Schools which 
would serve as far as possible to fit them for the vocations they 
expect to adopt. 

The selection of a High School should not be based on senti- 
ment alone. The education provided by the Common School Sys- 
tem is designed to be of practical value to those who receive it, 
and the Boys and Girls who are to enter the High Schools should 
therefore, choose, with the advice and consent of their parents, the 
schools which will, in the opinion of their parents, give them the 
largest return in educational advantage for the time expended in 
obtaining it. 
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ACADEMIC HIGH SCHOOLS 


The Academic High Schools aim to fit students for the work 
of the world, whether it be in business, in the home, in the college, 
or in the scientific school. .For this purpose they offer three courses 
of study and training: a Classical, a Scientific, and an English 
course. 


1. The Classical Course requires Latin for four years and 
either German or Greek for three years, besides two or three years 
of mathematics and specified units in science and history. 


2. In the Scientific Course, Latin, German, French, or - | 


Spanish may be studied. In place of the second language of the 
Classical Course the boys may pursue manual training and me- 
chanical drawing or bookkeeping, while the girls may devote them- 
selves to applied art or bookkeeping. In the third and fourth years 
of this course the girls may study home economics (cooking, serv- 
ing, dressmaking, millinery, designing, home decoration, market- 
ing, etc.), instead of the physics and chemistry that strictly belong 
in the Scientific Course. 


Both the Classical and Scientific courses fit for college and 
scientific school as well as for home and business life. Most edu- 
cated people, whether engaged in business, or in professional work, 
have pursued a course of study similar to the Classical or the Scien- 
tific herein outlined. 


3. The English course, adopted by the Board of Education 
on May 10, 1915, requires four years of study of English, the 
mother tongue, and permits a wide range of study in science, 
manual training, applied art, bookkeeping, domestic science (cook- 
ing, serving, dressmaking, millinery, designing, home decoration, 
marketing, etc.), history, German and Spanish. This course does 
not prepare for college, but is designed to equip boys and girls for 
business and the home.

NOTE.—(a) Arabic numerals indicate the number of periods of 45 minutes each during the week. 

(b) German or Spanish may be substituted for Applied Art, or for Manual Training, or for Book- 
keeping in the Junior and Senior Years of the English Course. 

(c) Home Economics may be substituted for Physics in the Junior Year and for Chemistry in the 
Senior Year of the Scientific course; but credit for college entrance is not assured for Home 
Economics in this course. 

(d) Household Chemistry, Applied Physics, Household Sanitation, Knowledge of Textiles, Marketing, 
and Home Decoration will be taught in connection with the course of Home Economics. 


(e) Music is elective except for students who expect to enter the Normal School and for Seniors. 
(f) The English course will not prepare for college. 
ny Credit for Spanish will not be asked for college entrance. 


In the Senior year of the English course pupils may elect two of the three subjects in group 3, 
in which event no election from group 4 need be made. 
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THE TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOLS 


The aims of these schools are to give the pupils a good, gen- 
eral education, with emphasis upon the study of sciences, at the 
same time that they are ‘acquiring technical training, Courses are 
so arranged that the pupil has the greatest possible earning power, 
no matter when he finds it necessary to leave school. 

An inspection of the course of study shows that, in addition 
to the technical subjects required for graduation, boys recite daily 
for three years in English, three years in mathematics, three years 
in science and one year in American History and civics. Girls 
recite daily for three years in English, two years in mathematics,’ 
three years in science and two years in history. During the first 
and second years, in addition to the académic studies, four forty- _ 
five minute periods are devoted daily to manual work. 

In technical branches the work approaches shop conditions 
and the pupil is trained to secure both accuracy and speed. In 
addition to academic studies every boy takes work in drafting, 
pattern making, forging, foundry, and machine shop practice. He 
may specialize in any of these lines, also in chemistry, electrical 
construction, automobile repairing, printing, agriculture, gymna- 
sium, design and cartooning. Boys preparing for. an engineering 
college must elect German the last two years. : 

Specialization occurs only in the last two years of the four 
year course. This serves a twofold purpose. The pupil has time 
to find Himself and it enables the teachers to determine what kind 
of work he should take up. And since technical lines are closely 
allied each boy has a knowledge of the fundamentals of manufac- 
ture before he begins to specialize. Pupils who desire to specialize 
in agriculture are permitted to do garden work during the first 
two years. 

In the girls’ courses emphasis is laid upon the household arts 
and the duties of home-making. Cooking, sewing and costume 
design are given in addition to the girls’ courses in English, mathe- 
matics and science. At the beginning of the third year, girls may 
select a general course in household economy or they may special- 
ize. Girls are admitted to the Normal School from the Technical 
high schools upon attaining the required standing at graduation. 

Those desiring to teach Domestic Science or Domestic Art 
receive the preparation required by colleges that fit teachers for 
these branches. : 

Besides, our High School students are encouraged to take part 
in some one or more of the various activities outside of the regular 
studies, such as debating and literary clubs, orchestras, glee clubs, 
dramatic entertainments, and athletics.

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HIGH SCHOOL OF COMMERCE 


———— 


The High School of Commerce prepares directly for all kinds 
of commercial occupations. Its courses are so planned and all sub- 
jects are so related as to contribute to this end. 

Its aim is to fit young men and women to become bookkeepers 
and accountants, stenographers and typists, bank clerks and office 
clerks, salesmen and saleswomen, secretaries and managers, com- 
mercial designers, advertisers, purchasing agents, etc. It prepares 
young women for the Normal School as well as for business, and 
enables young men to organize and conduct business enterprises on 
their own account. . 

This school, maintained by the city. (as are the other high 
schools) is free to all of school age who reside within the city 
school district, and saves the parents the tuition fees of private 
business schools. 

A short course in bookkeeping and stenography is no longer 
adequate preparation for business in these exacting times, and a 
guarantee of a “position” when such a course is completed is not 
as satisfactory as conscious ability to hold a good position when 
once obtained, and the assurance of promotion because of the pre- 
vious thorough preparation. 

If a pupil does not intend to go to college, he should have some 
special training which will give to his services a marketable value 
when he completes his high school course. If he enters businesg 
without sufficient preparation, he belongs to the class of unskilled 
labor, and when once so classed, it may require years of effort to 
overcome the handicap. 

He will find in this school four years of instruction in Eng- 
lish, including attention to spelling, defining, punctuation, para- 
graphing, business correspondence, public speaking, debating, etc.; 
two years of mathematics applied to practical business problems; 
enough of stenography and typewriting to put him in the compet- 
ing class with experts; bookkeeping to fit him for all but the most 
intricate problems of the expert accountant. 

A year of United States History, Civics, and the activities 
of our own city leads him up to a year of economics, commercial 
law, and a study of the leading industries of Cleveland in the 
plants of these corporations. 

Physiology and hygiene open his eyes to the best ways to pre- 
vent disease and care for the injured. 

In physics he will find out how to apply the heat, light, and 
electricity needed in his own home or in the shop and factory most 
economically, while the chemistry will reveal the adulteration in 
foods and enable him to determine the fibers in all fabrics. 
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The most effective arrangement of form and color as applied 
to advertising, window dressing, and other business needs is 
worked out in the art department. The use of the adding machine, 
the stenotype, the dictophone, the comptometer, the filing case, all 
kinds of typewriters, the mimeograph, carbon copying, billing ma- 
chine, card index, writer press, an excellent museum of raw ma- 
terials and finished products, compound microscopes, and other 
facilities introduce the student to modern office equipment. 

The student in banking does the work of every employe in a 
large bank. He learns to be a salesman by theory and actual prac- 
tice in selling. 

The stereopticon adds to the interest in the study of commer- 
cial geography and history of commerce as well as transportation, 
and if he so desires, he may add German, French, or Spanish to his 
stock of knowledge. - 

Besides training in technical business lines, the pupils receive 
a broad training in reasoning, exactness, alertness, practical in- 
vestigation, culture, good citizenship, etc., through history, mathe- 
matics, science, art and sociological subj ects. 

A pupil may complete the four years’ course in three years, 
if he enters in June and goes four summer terms, or he may gets 
a half year by attending two summer terms.
